Hoped for Delay. 

At first they Gid hope they might be 
able to secure a provision for delay in the 
time within which the comm'ssion rate 
should become effective—that is, that by 
giving bond pending review Dy the 
courts the railroad rate should prevaiti 
instead of the “just and reasonable” rate 
named by the commission. But the rajl- 
roads are now willing to abandon hope 
in this direction if they can secure pro~ 
tection of their property through court 
review of the commission's decisions on 
their merits, and this ig the basis of 
agreement between President Roosevelt 
and the senate majority. 

This means that there will be a rate 
bill. The president will be given creatt 
by the country of accomplishing what ne 
set out to accomplish, while the raiil- 
Toads will have the protection against 


the commission being final judge, as well | 


as detective and prosecutor, which is the 
principal thing for which they have been 
contending. 

Knox for Short Bill. 

The rate debate in the house- has been 
nighly interasting. So far, fiowever, 
there has been little else than talk of 
the ends sought to be accomplished by 
the Hepburn bill, very little of the bi'l 
itself. Besides the rate feature many 
things are covered by this measure, and 
it is certain there will be many changes 
in it before it passes the senate. Sena- 
tor Knox believes the bill passed th’'s 
year should deal only with the rate 
question. . He favors, therefore, a short 
measure not loaded down with other mat- 
ters, as is the Hepburn pill. It may be 
that his ideas on this score will prevail, 
as they will in the matter of court re- 
view. 

Judge Adamson Prominent. 

Colonel Pete Hepburn chairman of the 
committee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce, has managed the time during the 
house discussion on the republican sie, 
while Judge Adamson, of Georgia, has 
managed the time on the democratic siie. 
In many of the speeches credit has been 
given these two men for having shaped 
the bill which the house will pass. A 
g00d many concessions were made by 
the republicans of the committee in ‘e- 
ference to the arguments of Judge 
Adamson and his democratic associates 
in order to secure an unantmous report 
for the measure; and while perfection is 
not claimed for it, there can be no ques- 
tion that the unanimous report has great- 
ly a@vanced railroad legislation, making 
delay either in the house or the senate 
impossible. 

While the house is going through the 
semblance of a thorough discussion of 
the Hepburn bil the debate is in reality 
little more than a ceremony calculated 
to permit various representatives to air 
their views on the subject, since it is 
understood that all proposed amendments 
are to be voted down; So that the All 
will pass in its present form next Tu2s- 
day. > 
Mr. Townsend’s Statement. 

One of the strangest aspects of the sit- 
uation in the house is found in the state- 
ment of Mr. Townsend, one of the spon- 
sors of last winter’s measure, who says 
that the Hepburn bill is more drastic 
than his own measure. Since the house 
jammed through the Esch-Townsend Dill 
last winter it has been generally admitted 
‘throughout the country that the meas- 
ure was. a dangerous one. That the 
house should thus hurry to repeat its 
performante can only be taken as an in- 
dication of its intention to stand from 
under—that is to put up to the senate 
the responsibility of drawing an accepta- 
ble measure. 

The Hepburn bill, as it will reach the 
senate. and its counterpart in that body 
the Dolliver bill, do not provide for any 
review of the rulings of the interstate 
commerce commission by the courts. The 
Hepburn bill purposes to give the com- 
mission the rate making power, but 
through its wording the courts would 
have the right only to decide whether the 
method of technical procedure was legal, 
but not to deal with the rate itself. 


Talk of Square Deal. 

It is this failure to provide for an ap- 
peal that is dividing the senate, since 
many of the members believe that it 
would be not only unwise, Sut absolutely 
dangerous, to give s0 large a grant of 
power as that involved in rate making 
to a body of seven men, unless the use 
of that power be safeguarded through 
the courts. Members contend that if the 
square deal calls for the exercise of the 
rate making power by the commission, 
it just as clearly calls for the right of 
review by the courts. This !s the point 
of contention in the senate, and it looks 
as if the fight would be made on this 
point. Various arguments and impromptu 
debates have already taken place, and 
the contention of Senator Foraker and 
others that the courts would be a

Washington, February 5.—Secretary 
Metcalfe, of the department of commerce 
and labor, today took most important 
action, which is expected to considerably 
ameliorate the friction between this cOun- 
try and China, and, perhaps, cause the 
abandonment of the anti-American poll- 
cy, when he approved the report of the 
special committee, composed of Assistant 
Secretary. Murray, Solicitor Sims and 
Richard Campbell, of the bureay of im- 
migration, providing for a radical] revision 
of the existing regulations, under which 
Chinese may enter and reside in. the 
United States. 

The commission's report touches by 
way of either excision or amendment 
twenty-four of the existing regulations, 
all of the changes being made in the 
direction of liberalization. 

Besides certain alterations, that prom- 
ise to avoid delay in landing Chinese who 
apply for admission, other alterations 
have been made where possible, with a 
view to avoiding any action that would 
seem offensive, provided that the object 
intended by such regulations could be ac. 
complished otherwise... As an ilustration 
of this, the committee recOmmendeu the 
discontinuance of the Bertillon system of 
identification. 

Another amendment of the regulations 
recommended Dy the committee is a re- 


borers or of the exempted classes, before 
their departure from the United States, 
of the conditions upon which they would 
be admitted upon their return. Upon 
this point, the officers are directed to 
special care, so that no Chinese person 
who has a right to reside in this coun- 
try shall be allowed to depart therefrom 
under a mistaken impression that he will 
certainly be readmitted. 

Provisions are also made for notification 
of Chinese persons who have been denied 
admission at the ports of entry of their 
right to appeal from such deniai to the 
secretary, such notice being required un-

One of these complaints is to the ef- 
fect that the Atlantic and Birmingham 
Railroad Company refuses to furnish cars 
for transporting lumber to any place ek. 
cept points on its own line. In Other 
words, the Atlantic and Birmingham will 
furnish none but its own cars, and will 
not let these leave ite rails. When a 
shipper wants a car load -* jumber from 


a point on the atlantic and Birmingham 
sent to Savannah, it has to be reloaded 
at some junction point. Secretary Mont- 
gomery replied to this complaint, stating 
it was the duty of the. railroad to fur- 
nish cars when called on to do so; this 
can be required under the Jaw. But the 
railroad company can not be required to 
send its cars off its own line. It is up 
to the railroad to provide for the ship- 
ment going through to its destination; 
so that if it refuses to let Its cars leave 
its own line, it must bear the expense 
of transferring the freight to cars of 
another line. The commission will take 
this matter up with the Atlantic and 
Birmingham, and give the road instruc- 
tions to this effect. 

Another complaint was as to free time 
for finioading cars of lumber and sim- 
lar classes of freight. THe Savannah 
board of trade claims the time is insuffi- 
cient. The railroad commission rules al- 
low only forty-eight hours free time, 
or time iring which no demurrage can 
be charged. The railroads have been 
allowing five days free time at the ports, 
and recently this was cut down to four 
days. AS a result. all of the lumber 
merchants of Brunswick. have filed with 
| the commission, through Judge Spencer 
R. Atkinson, a complaint about the cut- 
ting down of this time. The commission 
will this week fix a date for hearing 
both the Brunswick and the Savannah 
complaints along this line. 

Several other complaints regarding re- 
weighing and transferring of cars were 
aiso received from the Savannah board of 
trade, and these will be given prompt at- 
tention.
